Victoria Wins the Senior Lacrosse 
Match After a Very Rong-h 
Game. 



"Daisy Bell" Takes the Yacht Pen- 
uant— Tne Season's Last 
Cricket Match. 



Vancouver, Sept. 15 — (Speoial)— Not 
more than three or four hundred people 
witnessed the senior ohampionship HoroaBe 
match between tho Vancouver and Victoria 
lacrosse teams to day, a large numbor of 
them being from Westminster. In the first 
three gamoa Victoria played in poor form, 
but afterwards woke up and won in a walk- 
over four games to two. The homo team 
put up a very strong gamo and at one timo 
it lo-t:f!d as i! bey wore going to place the 
trophy beyond tho reach of tho champions, 
oven as their fingers wero toying with it. 

The. first gamo w&B romarkablo for open 
play and individual brilliancy. Victoria 
played sluggishly, givlog the Vancouver 
players a chance to do some grand ebind 
work, Ralph eventually scoriag after 3A 
minutes play. 

In the uoaond game Victoria was still 
apathetic, but by a lucky shot, more than 
by brilliant play, thoy won tho gamo, 
Frank Cullin fired on goal, the ball struck 
Qaann'B body and bounded through. 

In the third game Viotoria eommonced to 
wako up, but wab still outplayed by the 
home team and the combination which de- 
cided the gamo in favor of Vanoouvor was 
one of the prettiest ever seen on the grounds. 
Ry a series of brilliant combinations, rapidly 
and shrewdly calculated, the rubber was 
workod from the dofonco to tho homo and 
through the iUgs the lattor part of tho com- 
bination being Ralph, Summers, Quigley 
andjCampbell. 

In the fourth game Victoria struok her 
gait and after 4 minutea quick, brilliant 
play Frank Cullin scorod. 

It was plain sailing after this. In a min- 
ute and a half anothor game was put to the 
credit of Victoria by Macnuughton. 

Tho sixth game was long und constantly 
interrupted. Between interruptions there 
was some of the most brilliant quick play- 
ing on record in the province, but Viotoria 
out-generallcd the homo toam, though tho 
latter put up remarkably fast, work. 
After 1G minuteo, M&onaughton, by a series 
of olever dodgings, for which he ie so fa- 
mous, was enabled to whip tho rubber 
through tho flags. 

Tho score now Btood four to two and 12 
minuteB to play. Though time was oalled 
three times, the teams went on playing un- 
til Macaaughton scorod once more for Vio- 
toria. 

Reforee Ernest Turner, formerly point of 
tit Winnipeg Nineteenths, was mercurial 
In his decisions. He tried to do his duty 
and has a reputation for fairness, but he 
waa not firm enough and did not givo satis- 
faction to either aide. 

Quann is accused of playiDg a very 
rough, reckless game. Sevoral players 
were injured by him. At last he came in 
oontaot with unlucky Blight. Ho says 
Blight threw his stiok at him first, but he 
Btruok Blight with his fiat, and Borne hasty 
people in tho crowd were on tho point of 
pummelling Blight also, whon tho combat- 
ants . wero soperated. The referee first 
allowed Quann to stay on, then deoided to 
rule him off. Vancouver objected, and 
again the reforee decidod to lot Quann 
stay on. 

At another timo Morton and Dave Smith 
came into the fenco together. Whon they 
separated, Smith's brother, captain of tho 
toam, ran behind Morton and attacked him. 
Thry wero separated beforo any harm wis 
done. Captain Smith claimed that Morton 
played tout with his brother. Tho referee 
ruled Captain Smith off ; he would not go 
ond tho referee lot him stay. There 
wero mucy othera. The Victoria! cluim 
they wero badly used by some of 
tho Vancouver players, Macnaughton ar.d 
Blight certainly got sumo voiy rough 
handling, especially tho latter. Macnaugh- 
ton never lost, his temper. Might may havo 
doao so, but it is no blight on. his character; 
an angel under similar treatment would have 
fallen. It is claimed that the Vancouver 
players who cauaed tho unpleasant oooa did 
not do bo intentionally. Then such reckless 
playing should bo discountenanced. Most 
of tho Vancouver teum played a manly, fair 
game, und all tho Victorians, until aomo of 
them were angered boyond tho point of on- 
durance.

A proclamation will bo issued in a day or 
two, plaaing shingles on the free list, as 
provided in tho act of last Besaion, contin- 
gent upon tho United States taking like 
steps. Tho Wilson bill makeB shingles en- 
tering the States duty free. The government 
will hold an cifioial investigation into the al- 
leged combine among ateumehip companies 
for keeping up ocean rates on cattle. 

KOKEAN WAR. 

Two Hundred Drowned by the Sinklns of the 
Troopship Cliean. 

London, Sept, 15.— A Shanghai dispatch 
states that aix survivors of tho Chinese 
troopship Chean, wreokod at Chotug with 
fourteen hundred soldiers on board, huve ar- 
rived at Shanghai. They Bay two hundred 
wero drowned. No news has been received 
of any engagement in Korea since August 
13, when tho Chinese wore deieatod with a 
loss of five hundred. 

The murdererH of Presbyterian Missionary 
Wylie at Liao Yang have been executed. 
The chapels destroyed are to bo rebuilt at 
the expense of the residents of tho neigh- 
borhood.

The Commercial Cable Company issued the 
following notice to-day: "The Great 
Northern Company 'reports that the latest 
message from Hioeo showa over sixteen 
hours in transit, and from Yokohama over 
twenty-six hours. The Japanese lines are 
restored, but messages are subject to great 
delay. The Eastern company advieoa that 
the mail for Reunion clones at Seychelles at 
3 p. m. tho 16th inst. 



EXPENSIVE SEALSKIN SUIT. 

United States and North American Couuner- 
elal Company Charge Each Other 
With Breaking Faith. 

New York, Sept. 15.— In tho U.S. Cir- 
cuit court to-day the North American 
Commercial Company put in its answer to 
tho claim of the United State government 
for SL'30,1S7 50 on account of alleged breach 
of contruct and incidentally hands in & 
little bill of $205,725 against tho govern- 
ment for Iobb of profits arising out of the 
samo contract, which appears to have been 
broken into a dozen pieces by both parties 
soon after its ratification. The agreement 
in question was entered into between tho 
Commercial Company and the United States 
in March, 18G0 It gave the company ox- 
oluBlve rights to catch Beale aboub tho inlands 
of St. Georgo and St, Paul in Alaeka, for 
which the United States waa to receive an 
annual rental of $00,000 for twenty 
years, and $7.06i for each seal captured, 
in addition to a revenue tax of $2 for oash 
akin sont here by tho oompany. The gov- 
ernment alleged that tho company caught 
7,500 seals during tho firBt year, for which 
it demands $57,187, in addition to tho $60,- 
000 for rent, The company says that part 
of tho akins wero caught by nativos and 
shipped by tho compony, which never was 
allowed tho exclusive righb as guaranteed in 
tho contract, and offored Uncle Sam $15,-

THE SLOGAN. 

(From tho Slocan Times) 
The concentrator, which will be tho first 
mill in aotive operation in the Slocan 
country, ia located at tho mouth of Howson 
creek, on a rocky spur about one mile be- 
low Throe Forks. A more suitable looation 
could not well have been ohoson to handl 
the ore from the Idaho and Alamo mines, 
and other properties in their neighborhood. 
An elevated tramway running straight 
down the creek will diacharge the ores on 
the upper levels of the concentrator building, 
and the lower level, where the fin- 
iahed product comes out, is only 
a few feet from the railroad grade 
The plant was manufactured by Fraser & 
Chalmers of Chicago, and cost $11,715, but 
with necessary additions will foot up to 
about $14,000. There are 150,000 feot of 
lumber in the buildings and 175 yards of 
stone and mortar work. The buildings will 
coat in the neighborhood of §30,000. The 
capacity of the mill will be 100 tons of ore 
in 24 hours. There will be extensive ore 
bins placed on the hillside above the mill, 
and the company will put in an elevated 
tramway next spring to transport the ore 
from the hill. It is not the intention to do 
custom work unless in lots of 100 tons and 
over. The company, however, mean to buy 
ore bb soon aa the mill is running. Tho work 
ia being held back by the delays in railroad 
construction. 

NEW DENVER. 

New Denver, Sept. 15.— Two hundred 
and ten tona of ore from the MoNaughton 
mines, near Silverton, valued at §230,000, 
were shipped to the Omaha Bmelter this 
week. A further shipment of 000 tons is 
going forward at the rate of fifty tona daily. 

THE MIRANDA'S WRECK. 

Dr. Cook SayB Bad Charts, Not Drink, Was tho 
CauBe of tho Disaster. 

New Yohk, Sept. 15.— Dr. Cook, who en- 
gineered the Miranda expedition to Green- 
land, was yeBterd&y shown a dispatch from 
Oberlin, saying many of the crew of the 
steamer wore drunk at the time Bhe waa 
abandoned, and that the reef on which she 
■truck was plainly marked on the chart. 
He said : " While it ia true that some of 
the orew wore drunk when she sunk, nobody 
was under the influence of liquor when she 
struck the rocks. All intoxicating liquors 
on the Miranda were locked up and in 
charge of the steward. I am confident that 
he never gave any member of the crow any- 
thing to drink and did not abuse his trust. 
On tho second night out on our return homo, 
about 300 miles off tho coast of Greenland, 
the Miranda blew three blasts of her whis- 
tle, which was the Bignal of distress 
previoualy agreed upon. It waa then de- 
cided to abandon tho steamer, but tho crow 
were not transferred until three houra after- 
wards. Before tho transfer had been ef- 
fected the crew broko tho lockors contain- 
ing the Bpirits, and, beaidea drinking a 
liberal quantity, stuffed thoir pockets with 
bottloa of liquor. When thoy reaohod the 
Bchooner Boine of them were very muoh in- 
toxicated. But tho point which I wish to 
make ia that nobudy on board was drunk at 
the time wo struck the roof. Tho only 
c'lftrts of the coast that aro obtainable uro 
tho United States hydrographical and tho 
British charts. Neither of theao gives the 
position of tho roof, Tho Danish oharta, 
howovor, which ore really tho proporty of 
the Danish trading company, give tho posi- 
tion of tho roof, Unfortunately wo did not 
havo the Danish charts or tho acjideno 
would not have happoned." 



Mil. LAURIER'S INCONSISTENCY. 

Thia is how the Brandon Mall comments 
on the very peouliar position taken by tho 
Leader of tho Opposition on tho trade quoa- 
tion : 

Wo are indebted to Mr. Liurior for one 
frank admission >*t Brantford. Ho said : 

" So long as wo are in tho oondition that 
wo aro in to-day, it ia impossiblo to talk of 
free trade— or think of it— aa it ia practised 
in Great Britain. It is impossiblo to have 
fr sodom of trade as thoy have it. Wo must 
continue to raise our revenue by a cuatoma 
tariff." 

Now, wo want ovoryono of our readers to 
note tho foregoing well. Mr. Laurier knows, 
whon he spouks his mind, Canada has obli- 
gations to moot in the shape of interest on 
debt, subsidies to provincoa, aida to postal 
sorvico, etc., etc., wo muut have a tariff' — to 
diBponso with it und give ub froo trado is 
impossiblo, Mr. Laurier knows, too, that in 
thB noatraot protootion and rovonue tariff are 
moanlngloes, that wo cannot havo tho one 
without tho othor — that in short the ono 
implioa'the other. Every cont of tariff is 
protection, If for instance you reduco tho 
duty on a binder to 5 por oont. you still givo 
tho homo man 5 per cent, protootion against 
the outsidor, if you Inoroaso the rate you in- 
croase tho protection until you eventually 
make it prohibitory, and tho prohibitory 
tariff Ib tho only ono that is, aa r.ho phraao 
goes, protootivo aa against rovenue raising. 
Whother this expenditure or that salary 



should be abolished are debatable questions, 
and it is upon uuota iaBues only that partieB 
can reasonably divide in Canada, All must 
agree on a tariff but the extent of a tariff 
may bo varied aa the demands on the trea- 
sury are inoieaaed or diminished. The 
tariff, too, to raiao a given sum may be 
varied on different artioloa conaidering ex- 
port and import, as different parties may soe 
the necessity for consumption. 

What wo are, however, more particularly 
interested in in this country is what Mr. 
I. Mirier would do, iu the light of tho history 
hiaown party in power, with a few imports 
that affect ub materially. Now, on imple- 
ments, when Ilia henchman, Mr. C.»rtwright, 
was linanuo minister, and who weald till tho 
same chair ugiin if Mr. Laurier waa in 
power, tho duty waa 174 P er cent, und it is 
20 now, und with the 17J wo foil annually a 
million and a half of dollars short of meet- 
ing tho requirements of tho country. As 
1 7 i was too little and aa ho now contonda 20 
ia too muoh, the publio want to know where 
ho will split the huir botwoon the two. Yes, 
Mr. Laurier, the public feel that some altera- 
tions should be mado at Ottawa, to bottor 
things, but before thoy ontruat you with 
power, in view of tho fizzle you and your 
friends made of oflico whon you wero thoro, 
thoy want to know what you havo learned 
about a propor government for Canada in 
tho interval. 



WOLFE'S SWORD. 

History of the Kelic Purchased by Hon. J 
0. Patterson, Minister of Militia. 

In referring to tho purohaso of General 
Wolfe's aword by Hon. J. C. Patterson, the 
llluatratod London Nowb says : " It is an 
excellent specimen of un officer's Bword of 
the period, with a hilt of silver, and a three 
cornered blade. 

" The history of tho relio is a curious one. 
It appoars from dooumeuts whioh havo been 
preBorved that for nearly a oontury it lay 
buried just beneath the ground on the very 
spot on the Plains of Abraham where Wolfe 
fell mortally wounded on Sept. 13, 1759. It 
was, ib will bo remombered, in the very heat 
of the engagement Tith tho Frenoh troopB 
under Montcalm that Wolfe received his 
mortal wound. Of two previous wounds ho 
had taken no heed, though one was in the 
groin. Hastily covering the trace of them 
with hia handkerchief, and bidding those 
about him say nothing on the sub- 
ject lest his soldiers should grow faint 
heartod, ho again led his favorite 
Grenadiers to the charge. But a third ball 
completely overcame him ; he was led a 
littlo to the rear, and disencumbered of his 
arms and accoutrements by his attendants 
and servants, and when tho welcome cry 
had come, 1 They run ! They run !' tho 
lifeless corpse waa borne away to the flag 
ship in the St. Lawrence below, without a 
thought of the sword, which had boon 
hastily thrown down on tho damp ourth 
The heavy tramp of battalions and the plant- 
ing of artillery to oompleto the demolition of 
the citadel, which formod tho Frenoh bead 
quarters, completely hid the weapon from 
sight, and there it lay for ninety years or so, 
until the foundations were dug of tho monu- 
ment which marks in one obelisk the 
bravery of the Frenoh and English 
alike. It was taken to a Montreal gun 
smith, and by him sold to Mr. Stewart 
Derbiahire, for many years Queen's printer 
in Canada. Shortly afterwards the 100th 
Regiment waa raised in Canada to proceed 
to the Crimea, and it waB then presented to 
Major Dunn in the hope that he would, to 
uae Mr. Derbiahire's own worda, ' ogain 
mako it terrible to tho enemiea of our 
country.' It is believed to have been uaed 
by Major Dunn in the torrible charge of tne 
Six Hundred at Balaclava, and it is fitting 
that the Victoria Cross which thut gallant 
officer received at the handB of hia Sovereign 
should pasB with the sword and other 
medals into the proud euro of the Canadian 
people " 

The Toronto Mail, in reforring to the 
abovo history, says it Ib inaccurate in two 
details : "The reference to tho monument 
on the Plains of Abraham aa commemorat- 
ing the bravery of French and English alike 
is obviously wrong, since tho monument iB 
to Wolfe alone. The dual obelisk is on 
Duffarin terrace. Again, the statement that 
the sword was used by Major Dunn at Bala 
clava is made on inaccurate information, 
since the 100th Regiment waa not organized 
until 1858." 



HISSED THE SINGER. 

Proprietor Hammerateln Knocked Down for 
HlBBlng lu His Own Theatre. 

New York, Sept. 15. — When Mile. 
Didlo, Viennese warbler, stepped before the 
footlights at Koster & Bials' last night, sho 
was greeted with a shrill hies. Ib came 
from tho centre box of tho promenade tier. 
Tho spectators looked towards that point 
and aa the hissing continued vigoroualy they 
could scarcely beliovo thoir eyes to see that 
the hiesor waa Oscar HammcrBtein, one of 
tho proprietors of tho house. During tho 
entire time Didlo was on the stage Hummer 
stein kopt up hia extraordinary performance 
At the conclusion of the act Goorgo Kesa- 
lor, an agent for u champagne firm, stopped 
from tho box he had beon occupying next 
to that of Mr. HummerBtoin, whom ho met 
just leaving his box. Mr. Keaalor begun to 
romonatruto with Hummeratoin. " Got out 
of the theatre and mind your own business,' 
waa Hammorstoin's heated reply. " This is 
my houoo and I shall do all tho hissing I 
pleaBO," When Kesbler went down stairs to 
leavo tho thoatro he waa met in tho lobby 
by Hummorstein und tho two at oncj on- 
gaged in an angry altercation, in tho bout of 
which Hammoratein lot out and lunded a 
hard blow on Kcaslor's cheet. Mr. Hum- 
merstein ia ahort and portly and Mr. Kobs- 
lor is tell and athletic. In a twinkling tho 
manuger wus on the floor, sent thoro by u 
blow delivered straight from tho shouidor by 
his adversary. Hummorstein scrambled to 
hia feet and was promptly knockod 
down again by Keaalor. This oper- 
ation waa repeated four times. 
Tho police being called in, both Hammor- 
atein und KeBBlor wore marched off to the 
Thirtioth atreot station. Thero oaoh mado 
a charge of assault against tho other. In 
justification of hia hissing Mr. Hammoratein 
struck an attitude boforo the sergeant's desk 
und doclared ho was hulf owner ol Kodter & 
Bials' music hall, clear, and hold a mort- 
gage on tho other half and had a right to 
do aB ho pleaBod in tho house. " When vou 
engagod that woman," said ho to Mr. Kos- 
ter, who was loaning on a corner of tho sor- 
geant's desk, " I expressed my diBapprovul, 
and I oxpreesod it to-night, ub I had a por- 
foot right to do." 

Mr. KoBter replied with much unction 
that Mr. Hammoratein was a loafer and 
that ho would dissolve thoir partnership and 
that ho did not want to havo anything more 
to do with him.

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LAURIER AT VANCOUVER 

Impressions of the Liberal Leader's 
Vihit-Siieecues of Some of 
Hie Party. 



The Andienea Not Euthnsiastic-A 
Comparatively Cool Reception— 
Considerable Disappointment 



Vancouver, Sopt. 14.— (Special)— Your 
correspondent lias interviewed several 
prominent Uoneervatives as to their impres 
sion of Mr. Laurier's visit. Without ex 
ception they expressed themselves aa of the 
belief that the reception accorded the leader 
of the opposition in Varouver must have 
been disappointing to tho Liberate. Though 
Mr. Laurier was voted a public reception 
there were not over 200 on the wharf to 
meet him, and the Mayor and Aldermen 
were not amoDgab them. The cheoring must 
have had a ohilling t fleet upon tho visitors 
and emanated aloue from a score of red 
ribboned committee men. The city band 
was present and on the boat approaching 
the wharf played a very slow tune— a most 
ill-advised sell c ion, as it reminded one of a 
funeral dirge more than a song of triumph. 
ThiB is tho languoge used by those whoBO 
opinions were sought. 

In the evening tho markot hall waa com- 
pletely filled ; in fact many who could not 
find standing room took a peep at the groat 
Liberal leader and departed. There wero 
several rows of ladies preaent, and their 
bright drcasea and smiling, eager facea made 
the scene a protty ono. The hall was hand- 
somely decorated with flags and mottoa, and 
on banners were painted the uamea of dead 
and living Liberal leadois Tho audietce 
were not enthuBiabtic and the visitora must 
have been disappointed at the mild reception 
tendered Mr. Liurier. Tho fact was appar- 
ent that most of thoso present were Con- 
servatives who came out of curiosity to hear 
and see the speakers. 

Mr. Gibson who opened the meeting spoke 
with considerable power and ability. It ia 
claimed by most of those interviewed that 
Hon. Mr. Laurier'a speech was disappoint- 
ing, he dealt in generalities, and when he 
did speak of this Provitca it was simply in 
eulogy of her tall trees, deep rivera and lofty 
mountains, in wonder of her rapid growth, 
in praiBe of her energetic people, and in a 
congratulatory style of her great wealth by 
natural resources, and the only thing want- 
ed waa free trade, to make it a wonderfully 
prosporoua Province. Vancouver wob the 
gateway betweentwo civiliz jtions, and with 
free trade the traffic both ways would be 
vast and enormous. He said he had heard 
that the ministers of the govern- 
ment were going to follow them. 
He said it would bo like the parable of the 
farmer who sowed his seed, aome fell on tho 
rocks, others the birdB of the &ir picked up 
and flew away wich and the reBt foil in fruit- 
ful ground. The ministers if th'.y visited 
the coast would be ltko those birds of the 
air; they would follow them , pick up and 
fly away with some of tha BeedB they had 
aown,but he hoped most of the Beedc were 
sown in good ground and would bring forth 
abundant harvest. Ho Baid it would be the 
duty and pleasure of the Liberals if they 
were given the reinB of government to en- 
large and improve the beautiful harbor of 
Vancouver. Strange to say this did not 
elicit any npp!ai>se. 

Mr. Eraser's Bpeech was of a more humor- 
ous nature. He atarted in a poetic! atrain, 
hia flattery of Vancouver boinp '-n Intense as 
to border upon the ridiculoi'j. Ho said : I 
have Been your lofty troer,, your magnificent 
trees, rearing their hcadB up to heaven ; I 
have Been your -nighty mountains, I have 
Been your majestic rivers, I have seen your 
rich mines of coal, I have seen your magni- 
ficent harbor. (A. voice— " Havo you seen 
our Chinese ? ") The flop from tbe sublime 
to the ridiculous waa so abrupt owing to 
this spontaneous remark that it waa some 
minutes before order was restored owing 
to the uproar of merriment it occasioned. 
The next time Mr. Eraser waa interrupted, 
however, he rather turned the laugh on the 
offender. The speaker waa getting rather 
dry and prosy when aomo ono in the audi- 
eDco cilled out, " Time, time.'' Yea, said 
the speaker, you old Tory, you want time, 
that's what you all want; but if we .gave 
you a hundred years you wouldn't improve 
the country. 

Mr. Sutherland, tho Liberal whip, who 
wound up tho mooting, waa well received. 
After the general meeting an informal ro- 
ception was hold and Mr. Laurier shook 
hands with overy Liberal in Vancouver. 

FLYING MACHINE FACTORY. 

Cajit. Wolff Wants to Start One at Los 
Angeles. 

Los Angeles, Cal., Sept. 14 — Mayor 
Rowan, of this city, to-day received a letter 
from Cuptain Muximillian Wolff, technical 
director of the Montgolfier bureau of civil 
engineering at San Francisco, in which he 
asks if it is posniblo to acquire the frue use 
of '20 acreB of land near tho city of Los An- 
geles for the purposo of putting there a plant 
for the manufaoturo of military balloon 
trains in which about 80 men will be en- 
gaged. Not only will this bo a ben- 
efit to tho city, but a'so a great number of 
visitors will be attracted to the establish- 
ment. "Wo ri questtbecity to allow us incuse 
of 20 acres of ground," tho letter pays, " as 
long as our establishment shall bo there, 
and wo would commence at once." The 
captain's letter further states that the 
" Montgolfier " is a bureau of civil engineer- 
ing and flying tochnic specialties of improv- 
ed observation ballooua and gaa apparatus 
for producing hydrogen gaa (system of M. 
Wolff) and the excluuivo manufacture of 
Captain Wolff's steering air ehips with 
gravitation motors of 24 to 1,000 horso pow- 
er and more without any working capital 
for these motors. Tho mayor states that 
thore is no land bolonging to tho city avail- 
able for that purpose, but if any private 
land holder wishes to consider tho matter 
and will report to him he will promptly cor- 
respond with Captain Wolff.

It rather ahowa 
that the Government ia above all petty 
considerations, and that it ia bound to deal 
juatly by every aeotion of tho country inde- 
pendently of any political aotion that its 
inhabitants have, when ill-advised, aeon fit 
to take. 



A CONCLUSIVE ANSWER. 

Tho inoBt conclusive anawer possiblo to 
tho accusation of the soured and disappointed 
organs of the Oppoaition, that tho Govern- 
ment is determined to pursue a vindiotivo 
polioy with respeot to the constituencies 
that returned members to oppoae it, is 
contained in the following articlo from the 
Vernon News. It may be necessary to ex- 
plain that the sum voted by tho LagiBlature 
for the construction of the road alluded to 
had been expended, leaving the road unfin- 
ished. Tho two endB were eomploted, but 
the work done was of little or no use to tho 
community because there was no track 
across the gap of rough country between 
them. Tho Government has advancod tho 
funds to comploto tho connecting link, and 
consequently tho road, which is greatly 
needed, will in a short time bo finished. 
ThiB is what the Nows says: 

The belief which wo rocontly expressed 
that tho Southern road would bo pushed to 
completion this season, was well founded. 
The news that the Govornmonthavo decided 
to put forward every possible effort to thia 
end will prove gratifying intelligence to the 
residents of Kettlo river and tho surround- 
ing districts. Nothing is easier than tc 
bring forward complaints against tho admin- 
istration of public affairs, and in spite of tho 
plainly expressed intention of tho Govern- 
ment in regard to this important work thoro 
has been no lack of hostile criticism indulged 
in by correspondents lo our southern con- 
temporary. Every promise which tho Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works made 
during his rtejnt trip through tho southern 
country will be fulfilled, and in Bpite of tho 
sneers which havo boon made and insinua- 
tions to tho contrary, tho road will bo com- 
pleted this fall. It is possible that a more 
careful supervision might have resulted in 
the expenditure of tho largo sum appropri- 
ated to the work to bottor advantago ; but, 
however that may be, the fact that Mr. 
Noma has now become thoroughly con- 
versant with tho requirements of tho situa- 
tion is Bufliciont guorauteo that the remain 
dor of the work will be carried forward with 
tho utmost expedition possible, and without 
any noediesa waste of timo or money. The 
district is to bo congratulated on this gen- 
erous action on the part of tho Government, 
for while tho necessity of tho work waa 
plainly evident, it was folt by many that 
the largo sum alroady spent on this road 
was as muoh as could bo cxpeatod for tho 
present year. Mr, Vernon has ovideutly 
not forgotten tho pledgo ho gavo during his 
canvass, and tho wholo riding will roap tho 
benefit of his prompt and timoly aotion in 
thia matter. 

Hero wo find tho Government going out 
of its way and incurring a serious responsi 
bility to accommodato a constituency that 
had not only roturnod an opponent at. tho 
general oleotion, but had rejeotod ono of its 
members, and that member the Commie 
bioner of Lands and Work.s. Thia doea not 



A LITTLE TOO STROSU. 

Tho reply of tho organ of the Opposition 
iu this city to tlie criticisms on Mr. Laurier's 
speech is oharacteriatio. It saye : " If those 
r>b!e journalists wcro honost in their oriti 
ciama of Mr. L tuner's addreaaea their ciiti 
oiama would show nothing more than that 
able j lumuliats, like all other men, occasion- 
ally make fools of themselves." 

Ono can hardly help admiring our con- 
temporary's modesty. Tho journalist that 
differs with it in its estimate of Mr. 
Liurier'8 opceohea must bo either a knave 
or a fool. In its opinion it ia impoaaiblo for 
any sane person honestly to differ with it 
with respeot to tho nature and the quality 
of tho Leader of tho Opponition'o addrosaea. 
Wo did not know that tho Times had auoh 
an exceedingly high opinion of its own judg 
mont. Itn indireot assertion of infallibility 
will amuse a good many more than it will 
edify. 

Tho inatanoo which uur contemporary 
gives of Mr. Laurier ; s clof.rneas and definite 
cess will, we venture to say, strike moBt 
pooplo as exceedingly funny. " A man," it 
says, " muat necessarily bo a fool who can 
not tell what Mr. Laurier moana when ho 
talks in this way: ' Let me toll you what 
ia also the difference botween the polioy of 
the Conservative party and the polioy of the 
Liberal party. The Liberal party believe 
tint as long as we r.ro compelled to raiso 
our revenue by a customs tariff, the duty 
should be imposed f o as to have tho mini 
mum of taxation for the maximum of re 
venue. What is tho policy ol the Conserva 
tive party 1 It ia this : That they levy 
their taxoa on tho people not merely for ro> 
venuo, but with a view to apeoial indus- 
trioB.' " 

A little further on Mr. Liurier is ropro 
sented as saying : " I believe in giving tho 
Government every cent neocaoary for carry 
ing on the business of tho country, but not 
a cent to a follow citizen." 

Now wo would like to ask ourcontemporary 
who regards tho above passage aa so clear and 
so easily understood, if thoro cannot be an 
honest difference of opinion botween admit 
tedly aonsiblo men as to the application of 
Mr. Laurier's minimum and maximum rule. 
Would the Liberal Miniater of Finance ap 
ply it to sugar and tea for instance ? Duties 
on these necessaries of life would be wholly 
for revenue. Such dutiea, therefore, would 
be strictly according to Mr. Laurier's mini 
mum and maximum rule. When Mr. Laur 
ior comes into powor, then, according to tho 
very plain statement of the Times, there 
will be heavy duties on tea, sugar, oranges, 
lemons, bananas, raisins, grapes, rice, to 
bacco and other commodities that are not 
produced in the country, for every cent im 
posed on them would go into tho Treas 
ury and tho duties would not benefit a 
single inhabitant of tho Dominion. 
Then, since Mr. Laurier would not givo 
" a cent to a follow citizen," not a dollar 
would be imposed on such commodities as aro 
produced or manufactured in Canada, for 
lot a duty, bo it ever so small, be levied on 
let ub aay, cotton or woollen goods or furni- 
ture, it would hi, aa far aa it went, an en- 
couragement to the producers of Buch com- 
modities, and would put, not one cont, but 
many centa into the pooketa of Mr. Laurior'a 
producing fellow-citiz-jna. We are a little 
afraid that our contemporary must take its 
position in the clasB in which it had placed 
thoao who cannot tell what Mr. Laurier 
means in the passage which it quotes, for if 
it had fully understood the utterance of Mr. 
Laurier it would nevor havo cited it aa an 
example of aimplicity and clearneBB. 

ORGANIZED CITIZENS. 

Intelligent and public-spirited citizens 
ol New York have determined to exert 
themselves to obtain for their city puro and 
effective city government. They aro no 
lougor satisfied to lot things drift. They 
havo resolved to do their utmost to elimi 
nate politics from civic affairs and to send 
tho boodlers and tho hoelora adrift to earn 
an honost living if thoy can, or to starvo if 
thoy cannot. An "address to tho peoplo 
of tho city of New York regardless of party" 
which these mon havo issued, begins aa fol- 
lows : 

" Convincing proofs of corruption iu im- 
portant municipal departments of thia city 
havo been presented ; Inefficiency, ignor- 
anco and extravagance in public cilice aro 
upparent and buainess principles iu tho 
conduct of the affairs of this municipality 
aro eet aBide and neglected for privato gain 
and partsian advantage." Tho framers of 
the address recognizj "that only through a 
combined and well orgauizod effort of all 
citizens who desire good government can 
that objeot bo attained." 

At a monster mooting hold in Madiscn 
Square Garden Concort Hall, stirring ud- 
dresses which wore enthusiastically receive d 
wero delivered by prominent citizens. The 
necoBBity of tho citizens themselves putting 
their Bhonldors to tho wheel of oivio reform 
was inciatcd upon, and tho indifl'orenco and 
upathy previously existing lamented and 
denounced. 

It is singular to obsorvo that tho cuunea 
of bad eity government aro tho sama in 
groat citioa aa in small. The oitizona of 
Now York wore reproached for thoir want 
of intoreBD in the public affairs of tho city 
and for not taking more pride in its appear- 
ance. Mr. VV. E. Dodgo, in his lottor ro- 
grottlng hia Inability to attond tho mooting, 
wrote : 

" Thoro seems to havo been a strango 
want of civic prido. Wo havo ourselves to 
blame, and not thoao who govorn us. Tho 
housekeeping and goneral care of our city 
homo muat bo divorced from national and 



state politics and from all personal interests, 
and protootod with the same fidelity and 
■elf-doniul aa we show in our private busi- 
ness." 

Tho conviction seema to bo general on 
thia continent that the best, and in fact the 
only euro for oivio misgovern™ en t ia individ- 
ual tffort on tho part of tho citizens. Aa 
long ua that people generally ulloiv corpora- 
tionB to do an they p'eaae, »a long ns thuy 
fail promptly to check what they know to 
bo miBgovernment, und aa long ua thBy are 
too careless and listless actively to ugituto for 
tho Improvements they need, their civic 
afniru will bo conducted in a slovenly and 
inpflioient manner. Thoy may be thankful 
if, when thry do not look Bharply after their 
oivio servants, they aro not dishonest as well 
as neglectful. Tho futility of mere grumb- 
ling at the blundora of city councils haa 
boon proved over and over again. If grumb- 
ling aud denunciation and oven tho oleareat 
exposures could have reformed the city 
governments of Now York, San Francisco 
and other citiee, they would long ore thia 
have been models of honesty and tflioienoy, 
but complaints and accusations havo no 
greator effect on civic adminiatrations than 
" water on a duck's back." Unless tho in- 
fluence of tho beat citizous ia brought 
directly to bear on tho city nuthoritioB, it ia 
futile to hope for reform. Tho citizsns, if 
they want to havo their city a good place to 
live in, should tako a lively interest in its 
affairs, and should organize both for thopur- 
poso of keeping up that intoreat and for pro- 
moting tho reforma which they know are 
nooded. 



MIUCKU.AHEOUR. 



THE PANAMA CANAL. 

It is announcod that, after a suspension 
of fivo yoarB, work is to bo resumed on tho 
coIobbbI Panama Canal project some timo 
next month. Capitalists have been qulotly 
working for many months to bring about a 
revival of interest in the Canal. They have 
found that it will require a comparatively 
small exponBe to place the works in as good 
a condition as they were in when tho great 
collapse came. Eminent ongineers havo 
pronouncod the work to bo feasible, pro- 
vided the money they require can bo raised. 
It was calculated that it would tako nine 
hundred millions franca, or §180,000.000, to 
comp'.eto the Cinal. More recent calcula- 
tion have cut the Bum down to $100,000,- 
0CO. It is said that a very considerable 
proportion of that sum is already raised 
and that the project ia so far advanced that 
the new company feel justified in going to 
work almost immediately. Mr. Bayard 
says : 

" We expect to prove before we have 
gone fir that tho work ia in a very good 
atato of preservation, and when tho French 
publio sco how little of the Canal has filled 
up with silt or debris, and how aoon we can 
bring it into tho aame condition that it was 
whon we left it, they will bo ready to push 
the enterprise to completion. And, I may 
Bay, tho French peoplo are going to furnish 
the funds to do it with. They have not 
yet lost their pride in it. The scandals havo 
moroly 6erved to make them moro determin 
ed to finish the project and save a large 
part of tho money that has already been ex 
pended on it." 

It would be interesting to know whether 
the writer bolieved what ho wrote, 
whothor he w»b merely puffiug the grand 
Bohomo in order to squeeze more of their 
savings out of the providont French farmers 
and tradesmen. So many false statements 
havo boon written about this Panama Canal, 
and tho Fronch poasantB havo been ao often 
wheedled out of thoir money by plausible 
arguments, that it might bo supposed that 
anythingmoresaid about it would be recoiv 
ed by the public of France with tho deepoat 
distrust.

Tho ateamer Mystery, which has been at- 
tending tho Canadian Alaska boundary sur- 
voy party in the north this season, returned 
to port yestorday afternoon, bringing hack 
Prof. Otto J. Klotz, who haa had charge of 
the work, and tho three partioa under hie 
immediate direotion. Mr. Ogilvie who is 
now in tho direction of affairs beyond Cape 
Spencer remains a little longer to oloao up 
tho work of the season which on the whole 
has been most satisfactory. Last ysar tho 
Thistlo only wub employed, but this spring 
there being still more water work on the 
programme, it wsb realized that one ateamer 
would not be enough, and so tho Mystery 
was brought into service. Mr. Klotz made 
hie headquarters on board of her, 
conneoting tho work all along the 
line, and placing threa parties iu tho tiold, 
in charge renpeotivoly of Messrs. Gibbons, 
Sc. Cyr and Cadenhead. 

Thoir territory WM from tho Portland 
canal up to Juneau ; past thia point west- 
ward, Mr. Ogilvie hud charge. Tho work 
ia now practically completed in the long dis- 
trict extending from tho canal to Juueuu — 
or rather to Capo Spencer — the three parties 
having covered about 7,000 mill's of ooast 
territory, and surveyed some 20, COO equaro 
milea of hitherto little known country. This 
year's work has been very similur to that of 
last, und has been attended by tho ubuuI ob- 
stacles presenting themselves in a rugged 
northern country. The spring proved dryer 
than laBt, there being considerably leaa rain, 
but the snow more than made up for the 
absence of rain. 

Even as late as the last of May tho snow 
was falling in a fleecy cloud, the day men- 
tioned seeing eight inches on tho Bteamer's 
dock. Of coarse the snow greatly retarded 
the operations of the parties, muking tho 
climbing of the mnuutaiua extremely huz.rd- 
ous aa well us difficult. Oa numerous occa- 
sions tho memhora of the land parties were 
obliged to use their hatchits in cuttiog atepa 
in tho ice whioh ooated the perpendicular 
cliffs, by meanB of which they ascended to 
proaeonte their labors. Often a duy'a tun- 
ahino would remove the aerial ice ladder up 
whioh tho men had passed, leaving the cliff 
bare and sheer, aDd absolutely impossib'e of 
ascent. Of course tho men took their lives 
in their hands in ascending aa thoy did ; but 
thia Ib a feature of mountain surveying, and 
it is thought aa little of us the pabsage over 
glacial crevasses, inviting to instant death 
hundreds of feet below in impenetrable 
darkness. 

Climbers of tho Rockies note a marked 
difference in the work in Alaska, whoro all 
the mountains under -1,000 feet high are 
rounded and planed at the base by glacial 
action. At Rudyard bay, the mountains 
are decorated with paralb-1 flutinga to a 
great height, seeming to bear everywhere 
the markB of giants' chiaola where the gla- 
ciers havo worn the solid rocka uway. 

The only block of work now unfinished is 
that in the neighborhood of Mount St. 
Eliaa, which doea not present any features 
of especial difficulty. Mr. Ogilvie does not 
expect to complete his labors in this section 
until next spring, operations being aband 
oned for this year at Lotuya Bay. The Am 
erican party wore engaged all this season 
in tho Lynn Canal, and in determining the 
relativo position of Mount St. Klias with 
the coast line. Littlo has, therefore, been 
seen of them by the Canadian forcis. Tho 
latter have this season practically completed 
tho survey of Alaska as it is popularly 
known — from tho head of tho Portland 
canal to Capo Spencer, b< yond the archi- 
pelago. The country Explored is said by 
Professor Klolz and his assistants to con- 
tain considerable good timber, of which, 
however, little use ia made ut present, in- 
dications of mineral, and vory, very little 
land available for agriculture.

Four of tho Sealing Fleet Come in 
Yesterday— Tho "Favorite" 
Seized. 



Capt. Laughliu McLean's "Shot Uun" 
—Items on the Season's 
Catch. 



Tho scaling aohoenera ato gathering home, 
four of tho fleet coming in to tho harbor yeB- 
terday. Theso wore tho Favorite, Oscar 
and Battle and Florcnoo M. Smith. Thia 
latter craft is late of Halifax, Nova Scotia ; 
sho cairm in betiveen two aud three o'clock 
yesterday morning, and the crew not know- 
ing the harbor tried to bring her in on the 
went side of Coffin ialand. Thia landed the 
oraft on the small reef at the mouth cf tho 
harbor A light broEZ3 and tho fact that 
fmly the foresail was drawing saved tho 
schooner from aerious damage Sho remain- 
ed on the rocka until about four o'olock in 
tho ufternoon when tho tug Sadie succeeded 
in getting her oil' and brougnt her into the 
harbor. No especial dumugo was dono to 
tho hull. The Florence M. Smith got 9u* 
tkina off tho Jupan coaBt and SG in the vioin- 
ity of Coppor ialand, making a catch of 182 
Tho Bohooner left Halifax last December and 
hud a stormy time over, arriving in Japan 
late in the aeaaon. One of tho crow, S. T. 
Guuciton, met with a aovere accident by the 
prematuro discharge of a Bignal gun which 
burnt tiia fuce badly. Tho Smith regiatora 
98 tons ; she is commanded by Capt. Allan 
and owned by Capt. Kelly, of Victoria. 

Tho schooner Labrador, Capt. Whitely, 
piled up 900 BkinB for the aeason'B figureB. 
Sho had mot with good luok until the groat 
Btorm of August 20, when tho waves swept 
the decks clean and smashed every canoe. 
Tho Iudian crew became too frightened to 
be of use and tho three white men on board 
struggled for three days to hold the voBael 
until the storm abated. 

The 0>o\r and Hattie, Captain Folgcr, 
reporta 17.'i5 tkina on tho Japan coaat, and 
176 at Coppor Ialand, a total of 1911 for the 
season. Tho schooner is 27 days from the 
sea. Sho spoke tho Rattler with 109 skina 
for tho InlandB making 1100 for the aeaaon, 
und tho Penlopo with 210 skins for tho Isl- 
ands or about 1500 for tho season. 

The schooner Favorite, Captain Laughlin 
McLean, is from the sea under seizure for 
carrying firearms into the sea. On tho 24th 
of August the U. S. Bteauier Mohican board- 
ed tho Favorite aud commander Clark 
rounded up an old shot gun whioh, with 
the barrels sawed off to about a foot 
and affixed to an old pistol butt, 
had been rigged up as a rocket gun and waH 
bo entered on the schooner's papera. Thp 
American officers, despite an offer of $500 
for each seal ho would kill with it, ordered 
tho Favorito to report to H M S. Pheasant 
at Ounalaska. 

From there tho echooner was ordered to 
report at Victoria. 

When seizad the Favorito had on board 
1245 skins all taken in tho aea. A canoe 
crew, lost from the Minnie, was picked up 
und taken to Kyequot. Three of the crew 
of the Fawn drifted to the Pribyloff islunda 
and wero picked up by tho Corwin. The 
Pheuaunt took them out to look for their 
schooner. When last heard from the Fawn 
bad 100 skins. The Walter L. R oi had 
taken 800 skina in the sea on Auguat 24. 
The Minnie had COO and and the Katheriue 
371 when last spoken. The Favorite will 
probab'y bo cloared aa aoon aa tho collector 
and tho Admiral sizj up tho" shot guu" 
which haa caused ao much trouble. 

THE "EATON HALl's.' TRIP. 

On. Monday morning the ahip Eaton 
Hall, which waB reported in tho Colonist 
yeoterdsy morning aa having arrived in the 
Royal Roada, will cime in to the outer 
wharf. She has 1,600 tona of oargo for 
Victoria, which will be discharged by Stevi - 
dorea Catos and MeUermott. Tho balance 
of her freight is for Vancouver aud Taooma. 
Captain Lawriaon, the voasol's skipper, said 
yeaterd.y, that ho had made the trip out 
hero in 160 days. Ho met with fino weath- 
er on the Atlantic until tho river Plato 
was ronched. There ho ran into terrific 
thunderstormB, which lasted for fifteen days, 
and hud a rather exciting time. The ship's

LEXINGTON, Sept 15 — The Mayor to-day, 
by proclamation, commandsd all saloons to 
remain closod during the progress of the 
primary, owing to tho heated foeiing be- 
tween the factions of the Damocratic nomi- 
nees for representative to Congress, Owen 
and Brockinridge.

TORONTO TOPICS. 

Government Exatnlnert Leave Grain Stand- 
ards the Same us last Year— To Cole- 
Urate America.'* Discovery. 

Tokonto, Sept. 15 —(Special)— Anthra- 
cite coal dropped fifty cents a ton here to- 
day. Soma dealers havo baon cutting rates 
privately, and tho fact leaking out, the coal 
dealers' association met and agreed tomako 
tho price general at §5 por ton. 

The grain standards for tho Dominion, east 
of Port Arthur, wero fired at tho Board of 
Trade to-day by tho government examiners. 
There is absolutely no ohango from last 
years' standards. 

Tho Provincial Pioneor and Historcal 
Association met hero yeaterday and passed a 
resolution suggesting the advisability of 
holding a great historical unH industrial 
demonstration at Toronto in 189", that year 
beibg the hundredth anniversary o' tho dis- 
covery of North AmoricA by John and Se- 
bastian Cabot.

The discovery of gold in Nicomen, by ft 
few Canadians and half-breeda in 1857, 
was the Bignal of a period of feverish 
prosperity in tho Crown Colony of British 
Columbia. Beforo that time, tho Colony 
was little more than a fur trading Btation, 
where the Hudson Bay Company had 
complete sway. The gold discovery 
changed everything, and the year 1858 
brought over 24,000 new comers. This 
mass of people composed in great 
part of the most energotic and the most 
advouturous men of many countries, (ill 
eager for gold, made the Colony the 
theatre of an intense activity. In a short 
time these hardy prospectors wero 
scattered over tho wild vallev of the in- 
terior, in syite of every natural obatacle, 
and now gold tields wore discovered in 
succession. Aftor the rich bars of the 
Frasor river, came tho phenomenal wealth 
of Cariboo and tho streams of Kooter-ay, 
the big bond of tho Columbia, Omenica 
and Cassiar j all yielded their golden tri- 
bute to these fearless adventurers. 

Commerce, stimulated by the millions 
extracted from tho river beds, was most 
nourishing and tho bases of many a fair 
fortuno were then solidly laid. Placer 
mining can not last foeever, and a time 
came when each year saw tho production 
diminish, although over fifty millions in 
valua had been thrown into circulation; 
the gold fever was followed by a time of 
doop depression. 

During those wild years, every ono wus 
either mining or employed in tho trades 
immediately connected witli the mines. 
Agriculture had not made tho progress it 
should have done and a large amount of 
food, which could have easily been pro- 
duced horo, was imported from abroad. 
This was tho reason that so small a pro- 
portion of tho gold found by tho miners, 
staid in tho country. 

The Crown Colouy government had in 
the meantime como to an end, and British 
Colombia had joined destiny with far 
away Canada. Between tho placid water 
of the Pacitic Ocoan and tho already 
thickly populated shores of tho Atlantic, 
immense forests, almost endless plains 
and many rugged chains of mountains 
were known "to exist. The union of 
British Columbia to tho Dominion made 
it necessary that ways of communication 
should be opened through that region and 
the men at the head of tho government 
of Canada employed all their energy to 
that effect. Engineers in great number 
were sent through that wilderness to tind 
possible routes, millions were spent in 
explorations and surveys, more millions 
in construction and material, land was 
given generously to help tho scheme, not 
in mean and insigniticont plots but in 
extent, larger than many European king- 
doms. Tho buiiding of tho Canadian 
Pacitic railway had for etl'ect the opening 
of Manitoba and tho Northwest Terri- 
tories, settlers poured in in great numbers, 
towns were built like by magic, and tho 
lonely prairie, but a few years previous, 
frequented only by wild natives chasing 
the numberless herds of bull'aloes, was 
surveyed, ploughed and cultivated, and 
the new line was soon taxed to nearly its 
capacity to transport wheat on tho way to 
the English market. The building of 
tho railway had a no less successful result 
in British Columbia. Immigrants found 
their way in the Province, now settle- 
ments sprung up and the largo sums ex- 
pended during tho construction, like life 
blood revived commorco and new in- 
dustries were started every whore. 

The growth of Vancouver and tho im- 
pulse givon to other towns, like Victoria, 
New Westminster, Nanaimo and Karn- 
loopq aro all a direct result of tho build- 
ing of the railway. Besides the nearer 
progress made in the province, tho Asiatic 
trade, which transfuses wealth all through 
Canada, is also a consequence of tho ra.il- 



WH y_ Since the completion of the main 

artery, a few- branch tS have boon built poor Beeds succeed In fa 
and many projected. Tho Okanagau 
road has opened to industry one of tho 
fairest Valleys of the Dominion and 
already this locality furiilshefl a large 
amount of the breadstuff used in the Pro- 
vince. The Nakusp Railway and the Nel- 
son branch i»rc now proving tho wealth of 
the mines of Kootonay and helping in 
their development. Tho Nicola route, 
the road to Cariboo and tho Grow'fs Nest 
Railway will in their turn opou mining 
regions, richer perhapa than anything yet 
known and also large tracts of land where 
happy homos may bo found for now 
settlers. Tho railway from Victoria to 
Nanaimo has done much for the Island 
and will yet do more when as a link of 
a longer system it will reach tho north of 
Vancouver Island. 

Although a gieat deal has already boon 
done in railway building, wo may say 
that our system is yet in its infancy. One 
of our leading railway men Sir \V. Van 
Home, said a tow weeks ago that the 
near future would soo a great deal of 
activity in railway building in this Pro- 
vince it is also tho opinion of other men 
of experience who believe that every- 
thing points to that end. Tho stream: of 
money which had been continually pour- 
ing into our commercial centres, from tho 
construction of tho 0. P. R, lias now 
nearly stopped ; this in connection with 
tho general depression in trade felt every- 
where, has brought a period of semi stag- 
nation and uneasiness in all branches of 
business. 

It is true that British Columbia stands 
tho hard times perhaps bettor than any 
community in North America. This is 
duo a great deal to tho confidence in our 
general resources, in the natural wealth 
of tho country and in tho known honesty 
and skill of our governing body. Tho 
commercial depression will como to an 
end, tho strikes aro now ovor with our 
southern noighbors and everything scorns 
to show plainly tho beginning of a period 
of hoalthy enterprises. 

The result of tho general elections has 
assured a now leaso of power to men woll 
.known to bo enterprising, patriotic and 



ago railwaybuilding. No other province is 
so dependant on railways as British Col- 
umbia. Our immense territory iB covered 
by many mountan ranges, but these moun- 
tains are also pierced by many passes 
where railway building is easy. By tho 
moans of those, beautiful valleys known 
only to a few will bo oponod to settlers 
and the treasures of tho mines will bo 
brought within reach of the minors. 

Of all tho projected railways, none is 
more pregnant of rich promises than the 
Croat Western or tho British Pacific, as 
it is often called. To those wed ac- 
quainted with the interior of tho Province 
tpecially tho north it is woll known that 
a better location could have been found 
for tho Canadian Pacific Railway, that is, 
in looking at it from a Provincial stand 
point, but tho region is so im mouse that 
one main trunk through tho Province 
is not suthcioiit and wo may depend that 
before tho beginning of tho next century 
two other linos will bo in construction. 
Nature seems to have before hand marked 
tho routes to bo followed. First a line con- 
necting tho rich prairies surround- 
ing Edmonton in tho territories, 
through tho Yellowhead pass, the 
central plateau of New Caledouia to the 
Pacitic by Bute Inlet, tho Bella Coola 
or tho Kemskoib. Tho second from the 
Pine river or Peace river pass, tho lake 
region of New Caledonia to a northern 
harbor on the Skena or Naas rivor or at 
Port Simpson. This lino would open tho 
rich mining district of Omenica and tho 
rich land known to exist in that cor- 
ner of tho Province, east of tho Rocky 
Mountains, and large enough to become 
a kingdom. 

It is said that the British railway 
system or ono as ofl'eciont could now bo 
built for one half tho amount which it has 
cost, owing to tho carelessness exercised 
in surveying the lines, if this is true of 
such a small compact and thickly popu- 
lated place as England, it shows that caro 
should be taken in our immenso country 
yet imporfectly known. Tho extensive 
surveys made for tho Canadian Pacitic 
Railway will provo a great boon to those 
at the head of tho project for an inter- 
provincial lino and no doubt ono of the 
preliminary lines already marked, will bo 
adopted. From a common point at the 
Yellowhead cache, thr*e main lines were 
surveyed, ono by the Kemskoct rivor to 
Deans channel, tho second to Bella CooU 
and tho third to Bute hilot by tho Uo- 
malko river. The last time, though a 
little more costly than the others, attracts 
mr.ro attention from tho fact that a ferry 
could easily bo established and connection 
with tho Island tho E. & N. Railway and 
a port on the west coast could then bo 
obtained. The construction of a railway 
by this routo would not present any great 
difficulties; tho most costly portion would 
be near the sea and even this would not 
present any obstacles as formidable as 
those encountered on the C. P. R. in tho 
Solkirks or on tho Frasor rivor canion. 

Many believe that such a line would run 
through a desolate, mountainous and mo- 
less region ; nothing is so far from tho 
truth. It is truo that from Toto Jauno 
cache to tho Eraser tho country is rugged 
and mountainous, but tho gradients aro 
good and minerals abound. From tho 
Eraser into tho Nechaco valley no ob- 
stacles are met and at this point nearly 
three million acres of the richest land lie 
in one plot, waiting only for tho settlors. 
Passing over tho central plateau of Now 
Caledonia large extents of rich land aro 
met, watered by tho Chillacco, Black- 
water, Nasco and Chilcoteh rivers. Tho 
explorations and surveys already made 
barely give an idea of the extont of land 
tit for settlement in that region. A great 
deal has been said about tho northern 
latitude, tho high attitude, the short 
season, the summer frosts and so forth, 
which might prevent the settlement of 
these lands, but these aro oidy bugbears. 
Major Butler, Messrs. Selwyn, Dawson, 
Macoun and many others, all mon distin- 
guished as travellers in now countries or 
as scientists have spoken of this region 
in the most Mattering terms, Mr. Macoun 
compares tho climate of tho Nechaco to 
that of Belleville in Ontario with the ad- 
vantage over tho latter place of a summer 
season longer from two to threo weeks. 
The awkward attempts at farming Jiii'de 
by tho natives aro proof enough of tho 
soil. If Indians, untaught, ignorant, wltii 
_ good crops, 
what could not fenhghted settlers do .' 

No (loubt that in certain spots and in 
Certain years summer fro3t may cause 
damage, where is the country oaBt of tho 
Rockies and on this side of the 45' par- 
rallel whero this evil is not felt. Some- 
times tho largest portions of tho province 
of Ouobec and north New Biunswick are 
so exposed to it that new settlers have to 
bo resigned to see thoir crops damaged if 
not destroyed for the first threo or four 
years, after that lapse of time the clear- 
ings have generally attained aueh a si/.e 
that frost will do no more injury. The 
opening of tho land will have tho same 
oll'ect in the interior plateau as it has els- 
where and when there is only that ob- 
stacle to prevent settlement now farming 
communities will soon spring up. A groat 
advantage to be found in New Caledonia 
ia the comparatively easy way of clearing 
tho soil. Instead of tho thick forest of 
giant trees mot in tho east and on this 
coast, only thickets of small populars and 
birches aro to bo found and tho 
large proportion of prairie land and 
meadows would bo ready to sustain im- 
menso herds of cattlo or horses, and tho 
woody country offers also good pastures. 

Of milling little need bo said here, on 
the upper Eraser, on tho Nechaco, and in 
Omenica, rich placers can yet bo found 
which will remunerate tho minor woll 
when cheaper means of communication 
aro opened. Mineral veins bearing gold 
and silver have been noted in numerous 
places, native copper and copper ore lio 
in large deposits on tho lino of tho pro- 
posed railway. Iron, coal, mica, asbestos, 
mercury, ochres, alum, arsenic, :ii!ro ana 
many other economic minerals have been 
located in paying quantity. Building 
stone, lime, slate and timber necessary 
for railway const ruction and subsequent 
purposes aro all abundant. 

Tho day cannot bo far distant when 
our American neighbors will Bnd it neces- 
sary to build a railway to Alaska. When 
this railway comes it will bo a feeder to 
our intorprovincial linos as tho only 
possible routo west of tho Rockies crosses 
tho British Pacific. From Fort George 



upted by any obstacles, and contains 
largo extent of rich open farming and 
grazing land and immense Holds of bi- 
tuminous coal of tho richost quality. Tho 
tonil length of a line from the Yellowhead 
pasa to tho ocean at Bute Inlot is a little 
ovor 500 miles, tho altitude of the pass is 
3,040 feet, the central plateau iB from 
2,000 to '",000 feet in altitudo and the 
Coast or Cascade range can bo oro&sod by 
very easy gradients to tho mouth of tho 
H.omalko. 

It is beyond possibility to calculate tho 
good results such a line would have for 
tho Province. To this day we have not 
had the share of immigrants which wo 
had a right to expect, but such an enter- 
prise would now have the effect of turning 
the tido our side. Tho days aro now 
passed when 320 acres of land cou'd be 
obtained for a song in tho States. The in- 
dustrial market is glutted in tho States, 
forcing people to turn their attontion to 
land and tho hard times and great de- 
pression in Europe encourago emigra- 
tion there. Immigration is tho life blood 
of a new country and nothing will bring 
immigrants quicker than a period of rail- 
way building. The members of our 
government will no doubt omploy every 
means in their power to see all the pro- 
posed railways pushed on with vigor and 
they will, as far as is prudont, aid tho 
projectors with money and crodit..

encourago railway construction, if it is 
given in "altornato blocks will inoreaso 
tho value of tho public land because of 
the railway, and this and tho revenue 
created by now settlers would soon repay 
tho treasury for its first sacrifices, 

When tile time comes to build tho 
British Pacific, which is to he soon, it ia 
hoped, it might bo useful to discuss a 
scheme which has proved very satisfactory 
in Russia and also in Africa. Working- 
men are always abundant, but ofton thoy 
fail to economizo much during the con- 
struction of public works. On the works 
mentioned above, preference was given to 
men who wore willing to leave a propor- 
tion of their daily wages in a general fund 
which was managed by tho government. 
After somo years or at tho end of tho 
work, land was givon to them, at much 
better conditions than to outsiders and tho 
portion of their wages accumulated, per- 
mitted them to start farming with ad- 
vantage, and a nuclous of Bottlers was 
thus secured at once. 

The natural advantages of our province 
are not surpassed or perhaps not equalled 
by any other portion of America, the fer- 
tility of tho soil, tho beauty of tho climate, 
tho mineral wealth, tho fisheries, the 
timber, aro all sources of wealth yet 
hardly touched, which some day will do- 
vollop into tho fortune of millions. 

This will bo attained only by railways. 
Wagon roads aro too slow for this ago, 
they merely answer as small local con- 
cerns. It is the duty of every citizen to 
support with all his might, mon who aro 
ready to employ thoir energy to that 
effect; none other should be in our govern- 
ment and tho ballot should bo used with- 
out morcy to turn out in tho cold every 
politician with Blow ideas, for it must not 
be forgotten that we are at tho ond of tho 
ninteenth contury — an age of progress. 

Wo have the faireBt of all tho provinces 
of tho Dominion, nature has been more 
generous to this portion of Canada than 
to any other, it is now its people who 
must develop these advantages and mako 
British Columbia lead in commerce, in 
wealth, in progress as it is leading in 
natural advantages ; and to tho members 
of our government we will look for that 
result. Newly emorged from a gonoral 
election, warmly sustained by a good 
majority, they can go on boldly to siiccoes, 
remembering always that now elections 
will yot como and that a prosperous 
country is never ungrateful.

FlttE INSURANCE. 

To the Editor :— As there appears to bo 
a little light needed on tho question as to 
who is responsible for property partially de- 
stroyed by tire, I beg to point out through 
tho ail of your valuable paper for the in- 
formation of your roaders and the insuring 
public that there is a clause In tho con- 
ditions r.f many policies which roads ue fal- 
lows : "Thia company shall not be liable 
for loeB caused, direc ly or indirootly, by 
neglect r.f tho insured to ubo all reasonable 
means to save und preeorvo tho proporty at 
aud after a fire or when the proporty is en- 
dangered by tiro in neighboring premise" ;" 
further, that " there can bo no abandon- 
ment to tho company of tho proporty in- 
sured.'' It is plainly, then, the duty of the 
insurer to take as much caro of and protcot 
his property in ease of firo as nmoh BS 
an unintured party would do. When wo 
consider that tho combined fire, insurance 
companies operating in Victoria city sub- 
scribe no less than $9,000 per annum to the 
civic funds, it appeurs to us that the uuder- 
writers might without any hesitation on 
their part request the authorities to provide 
a watchman at all fires within tho oity limits 
at least.

Ezeta'a Case. 

San Francisco, Sept. 15. — Attornoy 
Pieraon olosed his argument in the Ezeta 
oasa at noon to-day, and tho caso was then 
submitted. Judge Morrow said he would 
like to give an immediate decision, but ow- 
ing to tho gravity of the proceedings, and aa 
a ease like it had never before happonod, he 
would have to take it under advisement. 
There had never been an instance since 
records of law proceedings had boon kept 
whore an attempt had been made to extra- 
dite representatives of a government for 
acta committed in opposing a revolution. 
Ho promised a decision as soon aH possible, 
probably next woek. 

Gone Into Liquidation. 

San Francisco, Sept. 15.— The (.dicers of 
the California Savings and Loan Association 
annunced to day that thoy had decided to 
go into voluntary liquidation. Tho Bocioty 
has «2 000,000 loaned on interior land, most 
of which is in Fresno county. Tho insti- 
tution was incorporated in 1S73, with David 
Farquhsrson as president. The proposed 
liquidation creates no stir among the other 
savings and commercial banks. They have 
all known the condition of this bank and 
have been propared to see it go out of the 
Cold. Tho bank commissioners pronounce 
the institution to bo in a perfect solvent 
condition, and say that tho depositors will 
realize dollar for dollar. 

American Hunkers' Convention. 
BaLTIMork, Md., Sept. 15. — Thoexocutivo 
committee having in charge the arrange- 
ments for tho coming national convent i n of 
'he American Bankers Association has re- 
ceived advices indicating that fully 1,500 
delegates will bo in attendance, and that 
every state and territory will be represented, 
This will make it the largest convention of 
the representatives of financial interests 
ev er held in thia country.

Washington City, Sept. 15. — Socrotary 
Carlisle haa decided that section 322 of tho 
MuKinley bill |has notjbeon repealed and 
that dutible salt in bond may continuo to 
bo withdrawn for curing fiBh free of duty.

A By-Law to Enable tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria to raise the sum 
of 8150,000 for Water Works Pur. 
poses. 

Whereas 11 1b expodiont and nocessary to 
raise a sum of monoy for extouding and im 
proving thu supply of water of tho water works 
of tho City uf Victoiia to tho inhabitants 
theroof, and for that purpose to raise by way 
of loan upon tho credit.of tho said city tho sum 
o.' S150.C00; 

And whereas It will require the bum of 
$7,731 to bo rniaed annually by rato for tho pay' 
ment. of the now debt and iutoiest; 

And whereas Iho wholo ratablo land and 
Improvements or real property of tho said cor 
potation of tho City c.t' Victoria, according to 
tho last revised assessment roll for tho yoar 
1891, iB §15,559.379.10; 

And whereas It will requlro an annual rate 
of ono half of ono mill in tho dollar for paying 
such now debt und interest; 

And whereas this Hy-law shall not bo nlterod 
or repealed except with tho consent Lf tho 
Lieutonant Govornor-in Council. 

He it thoroforo enacted by tho Municipal 
Council of tho corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria, as follows : 

Soo. 1. ItBhall be lawful for the Mayor of tho 
corporation of tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon tho crodlt of t ho said Corporation by way 
of tho dobenturcs hereinafter mentioned from 
any porson or porsons, body or bodies corpor- 
ate, who may bo willing to advance tho same 
as a loan, a sum of money not oxcojdlng In tha 
wholo tho sum of 5150,000 currency (or storling 
money, at tho rato of 1.80 2-3 dollars to tho ono 
pound storling), and to cause all sums so raised 
or received to bo paid into tho hands of 
tho Treasurer of tho said Corporation, for tho 
purposo and with the objoot horoinbeforo ro- 
cltod. 

Soo. 2. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor

PEARY'S POLAR PARTY 



Reach St, Johns, Newfoundland, Lpav- 
iug Lee and Htuson at 
Falcon Harbor. 



A Hitherto Unknown Coast Line to 
Melville Bay Surveyed 
and Mapped. 



St. Johns, Nfll., Sopt. 15.— The I'eary 
main and auxiliary expeditions, with all well 
on board, arrived to-day from Falcon har- 
bor, which they left on Augest 28. Lieut. 
Peary, with Loo aud Houson as volunteer?, 
romain at Falcon harbor. Most of the ex- 
pedition last fall and winter was devoted to 
preparations for the inland ico journey to 
Independence biy, which began March <i, 
with a party of eight mon, twelve sledges 
and ninoty-two dogs. Fivo natives also as- 
sisted during the first two or threo days of 
March. On April IS, Peary, lialdwirj, 
Enterkinnnd Clarko, with twenty f iur dogs, 
arrived at Anniversury lodge, having ad- 
vanced in thirty. one days l;)4 miles, and 
there cached their remaining tjupplios and 
equipment, leaving Aatrup, Loo and lHvid 
son in oharge, Dr. Vincent) having been pre- 
viously sent bock incapacitated by illness 
or injury from further Berviae. Bad weather 
and storms culminated in Maroh 10, whilo 
twenty-three members of the expedition 
were at camp forty miles from Anniversary 
lodge, at an elevation of 5,500 feet. In the 
cquinoxial storm, which continued for four 
days, the temperature averaged from 45 to 
55 degrees below zaro, and roaohed a mini 
mum of GO degrees, and tho wind for 64 
consecutive hours blowing 45 miles per hour. 
The combination of tho tomporaturo and tho 
velocity of the wind it is behoved will break 
tho record experienced by any other Arctic 
expedition. All of tho explorers escaped 
injury except Davidson, whose left foot was 
frozen, but ho fully recovered. 

Many of the dogs were frczm solid, and 
others had to bo chopped out of the ice 
Messrs. Peary, Baldwin, Entrikin and 
Clarko pushed on and in 14 days were 85 
miles further. Tho maximum day's march 
was 18 mileB, when the plague having car- 
ried off many doge, and Kntriken unfit to 
travel, tho party was so reduced by the 
hardships they had undergone that tho 
plana for tho summer could not possibly be 
orried out, and only one-fourth ot the dis- 
tance to Indepondeuce Ijsy had been accom- 
plished when it had been expected that 
they would reach that;point teu days earli- 
er. It was therefore decided to return. The 
dogs continued to dio on the homeward 
maroh, compelling the abindonment of tho 
sledgo during laBt May. Oa the trip they 
surveyed and mapped a hitherto unknown 
coast lino to Melville bay for 150 mileB. 
Messrs. Peary and Lea are the first white 
men to see, locate and measure tho historlo 
iron moteOMte near Cape York, wbioh they 
will brine home next year. Mr. Entrikin 
and Dr. Vincent mode a aledgo journey to 
Littleton Island, and would have reached 
Kane's headquarters but for opsu Water. 

Lieut, and Mrs. Peary made a sledgo 
journey to Oliko Bay. Peary accompanied 
tho Falcon as far as Cape York, hoping to 
send home a meteorite, but the ice made 
this impossible. A tidal wave on Oct, 31, 
destroyed the launch and dories and swept 
away more than half tho oil supply of which 
a portion wsb subsequently rfcjvered. 
Tho burros, carrier pigeons and launch 
proved of little service to the explorers. 
The party at the lodgo ia amply supplied 
and provisioned for a year. Tho auxiliary 
expedition, despito tho fact that ico was 
heavier and more general than for many 
yeatB, accomplished much importont work. 
All that was in any manner practicable 
Communication with Peary was not opened 
up until A no;. 1; and Falcon harbor was not 
reached until the 20bh. Carey islands, Cape 
Faraduy and Clarence head were thoroughly 
searched and tho death of tho Swedish ex- 
plorers, Ujordnig and KallEstenius settled, 
Dr. Ohlin, tho Swedish representative with 
the auxiliary expedition, returns direct from 
Disci to Copenhagen. The ico also pre- 
vented tho projected explorations on Els- 
moreland, but tho auxiliary party gathered 
muc>; - inutile «cieutjfig data and mado a 
careful study of many important glaciers 
and olnuined much new und vuluable ma- 
terial in Arctic deep soa dredging.

Tho freofor all is to bu brought to a 
conclusion to-morrow afternoon, and there 
will also, it is expeutod, bo u J mile dash for 
beaten horses, and probably a mile dash us 
well. Of course Lonmar in tho favorite for 
tho free-for-all.

Threo horsca fuced tho starter in the in- 
troductory race ot the day — tho first heat of 
the Scurry Srokos, threo-quarter milo und 
repeat, Jim Mmphy und Lyme Long having 
been scratched, much to tho disappointment 
of tho crowd. Hooker came out blindfolded, 
and his friends thought that "now perhaps 
ho will behave himself and run for what's in 
him." But ho didn't. That is ho didn't be- 
have himself, and though ho ran well enough, 
the compuny whs too swift for him. In the 
start, Hooker was two full lengths in the 
roar, but Gannon said this didn't matter if 
ho could get the horse to go. Rifton cut 
tho running, held well down to his work by 
the China Boy, with tho pretty little 
Aua'rulian taking tho pace from him and 
striking in for tho pole, coming into tho 
stretch for tho firot time. At tho wiro Rif 
ton led by a length, Miowera running atrorg 
und easily. Hooker stumbled on tho upper 
turn and went down all in a heap, rolling 
over Gannon, and causing a cry of alarm to 
escape the grand stand.

For threo hundred yards it was leap for 
leap, neok and neck. But the gelding had 
tho pole and the filly lost a littlu on tho last 
turn. She wan preaaed for all there waa in 
her going home, but the heat belonged to 
Rifton und Ebo had to be content with 
finishing second to him by a neck or better. 
Time— 1.24. The public were genuinely 
sorry, for the pretty diapoaition shown by 
the filly, bb well as her clean, true running, 
had made her a popular favorite 

For the decider, owner G sorgo ByrneB 
took down Sankey and put Myers up in his 
place on Miowtra. Hooker did not como 
out, and there wus no difficulty in sonding 
tho duo off. Tho China buy sent Rifton to 
tho front from the out-lorse, and when half 
the distanco had been covered ho still had 
tho two lengths' advantugo that he giincd 
iu the start. Mioweru'n friends sighed 
drearily. "Myers don't understand the 
filly," thoy said. But Myera did. Ho was 
riaing a waiting ra:e, and when the China 
boy thought that ho und Rifton had every- 
thing their own way, a crimson cap flashed 
by them on a dark streak of good horsi lhsh. 
Miowera, swung round him and into t;, Q 
leadership, :and camo down tho stret'j'n like 
a hurricane. Tho heat und tho raoe was 
hers in tho time of 1 25.

Here waH whore tho crowd wore treated 
to as determined an attempt to rob tho pub- 
lic of their good money by jockoying aa was 
ovor aeon on a race track — and also to iib 
firm a stand on tho part of tho officers of tho 
track, that tho race should bo disposod of 
on tho square, and that tho best horse should 
win. Tho judges and the people won. 

Tho first heat waB started with Storm at 
the pole, flanked by Innocentia, Major 
Thorn aud Snohomish Boy, tho latter on tho 
outsido. At tho word, Wardoll aout Inno- 
contia to tho front, und at tho firat turn tho 
littlo maro had tho pole. Storm d'.d not 
quite understand it und loat his foot for an 
instant. Thou ho returned to his work, 
realizing that Btrict ultontion to businor-a was 
necessary if ho was to lot tho littlo mare soe 
tho color of his whoels. Tho first oirolo waa 
done in one, two, threo, four ordor — Inno- 
contia loading, then Storm, Major Tnorn 
and Snohomish Hoy, with threo lengths bo- 
twoon ocoh. Coming into tho homo stretch, 
Innocentiu's driver had tho race well in 
hand, completing tho half in 1:17, with 
Storm uotao very far away and also travel- 
ling well. Under tho wire the mare lost 
her foot, and Storm replaced her in tho lea- 
dership. It was only for an instant; Inno- 
centia waa down and at it again, and Storm 
was again relegated to sooond placo und tho 
maro going liko olookwork as thoy camo into 
tho backBtrctch. Sho looked a sure winner 
and would havo boon had sho nob ugain gono 
in the air (whothcr of her own froo will or 
by the suggestion of hor driver ia a matter 
of speculation) when within a hundred yards 
of victory, boiug paasoo by Storm, whom sho 
was not quito able to overhaul, though sho 
mado a good soaond and a protty strugglo 
for the hotter place. The timo was 2:40, 



and tho ordor at the finish : Storm, I ; In- 
nocentia, 2 ; Major Thorn, M, with Snoho- 
tr.iHh Boy dis'.uuc»d, Another iiundrod 
yards, and Imiocenlia oould not have helped 
taking tho heat. 

Tnero won u beautiful start for the second 
heat, untl Innocnntia aguin forged to the 
foro without any exortion, whilo Storm 
bruko bidly and went back to tho rear. 
Tho maro cut a faBt pace, aud trotted tho 
heat out without a mis-Btop The time was 
oaught at tho half in 1.18, and the mar? 
finished strong, throe lengths ia front of 
Storm in 2,40 1 5, Major 'Thorn u long way 
behind. 

Beforo tho third heat waa oalled, the tip 
was passed about among the mcmbars of tho 
inner circle that bota on Storm wore, as sure 
aa tho gold ; that though tho maro could do 
him to u turn, sho wouldn't — not If hor 
driver had to hold hor down on the track 
and sit on her. And bo it proved. Tho 
mart was u duplication of that in the former 
heat, tho maro piloting at the turn and 
lUumsturk sonding tho brown stallion after 
tho leader. Tho first circlo was done 
slowly, Innocontia travelling her natural 
protty paoe, but comiDg into the strotoh she 
wont, high in tho air (apparently by direc- 
tion), und giving tho place und thn polo to 
Storm, amused horsolf by travelling along in 
tho grass on thn outsido. Tho mure had 
been pulled all tho way round, and when 
Storm o»mo in 200 yards uhoud, tho grand 
Btand groaned — I ho work was so very, very 
oourao. Tho officials in their judgment 
gave Storm tho heat, Innooontia, 2 ; Major 
Thorn, 3 ; but promptly took Wardell down 
from behind tho mure, putting up Bob 
Breeze, and gnvn Major Thorn to Tom Can- 
non, rolioving Wickersham. The time for 
tho heat was recorded at 2.47, with 1.20 for 
tho half; and the Paris Mutuals wero de- 
clared off. 

With a general change about, and no 
littlo grumbling among tho owners in eon- 
atquouce, tho fourth heat waa called at 5:30 
The maro nnco again took tho leadership, 
and held it this timo U8 in the second he&t, 
without a skip, to tha wire, flushing four 
lengths ahead of Storm, with Major Thorn 
diatartod. Time: Tho half, l,T8 ; the 
mile, 2 40. 

Tho fifth nnd deciding heat would have 
been the mare'a all through had she wanted 
it that way— but she (or her driver rather) 
did not. Breeze seemingly pulled her all 
the way along tho back stretch, aud at the 
last turn very kindly left tho pole and 
struck over to tho outside, throwing tho 
race at Storm. Breez-'a work was not quito 
so very, very ragged as his predeceaaor's 
had been, and this wns all the difference 
thero was in the way it <?a« worked. Tho 
judges saw, and understood, and were us 
thoroughly mud as the spectators. 

" No heat ; all hots and pools declared 
off," went up on the black board. 

Then Mr. A. K. Monro, owner of Storm, 
entored a protest. Hia horae had been 
driven to win, and it was neither right nor 
fair that ha Bhould bo deprived of the race 
he had won by doing his best, becauso tho 
driver of another horBe in the race had been 
doing crooked work. 

" We want to aeo the beat horse'win, 
that's ill,' Baid the judges. "The heat will 
havo to be driven over." 

" My horee is not in shape to go the tlia- 
tunco again to night," was Mr. Monro's re- 
ply. "I will arfk permission to withdraw him 
from the raoe." 

Thia woa refused. 

When tho time came for the horsej to be 
aijoin brought out, Storm did not appear, 
Mr. Monro did, however, and repeated his 
explanation that the horse would not go 
the diatanoo again because ho wasn't in 
shapo to. 

" Bring out Storm," waa tho decision of 
the judges, "or we will fino you, Mr. Monro, 
for not doing so." 

"Very well," said the owner, "go ahead." 

" You aro fined $25," came from the 
udgos' stand. 

" That's all right," acquiesced Mr. Monro, 
" but the horse is not Roing to work any 
more to-day. It is too late any way ; you 
can hardly see tho track." 

" You must remember that the horse ia In 
poseeaBion of the judges," he was reminded, 
*' and wo say that ho must go on tho track 
at once — this raoe ia to be decided to-night." 

So Storm was hitched up, tho owner 
still proteBting, and went tho mile with, or 
rather in tho wake of, the maro again. It, 
was dusk by this time, and to ensure fair 
play tho judges hud placed patrol judges all 
around tho track. The mare wus not headed 
once, and finished in 2 52. 

No one thioks for a momont that Mr. 
Monro was in tho " job," which it is under- 
stood waa arranged and carried into execu- 
tion—all but— by the visiting sporta from 
acrosa the lino. That Breczo was not ruled 
off the track, with Wardell aa u companion, 
was a surprise to many. He no doubt 
thought that thia would be his certain fate 
if he did any Bhady bueineBa in the last heat, 
und accordingly refrained. At the same 
timo ho was in a very unenviable position if 
reports bo true— ouo little coterie of hia 
friends having warned him that ho would 
find things very warm around him if ho 
double-crossed them, and the judges having 
warned him that ho would, havo to win that 
heat or go off the track for a year at least
